KILLED HIS -WIFE'. 

Aged Preacher in Religious Mania Com- 
mits -Minder. 

■Huntington, W. Va.. Sept. (i.— One of 
the most sensational murders in the 
southern portion of this stale occurred 
last night near Genoa, in Wayne 
county. Neighbors heard a 'woman's 
screams issuing from the home of Morris 
Wilson, an aged Baptist minister, and 
hurrying to the scene found the old 
preacher engaged ill a death struggle 
with his wife. Her throat had already 
been cut and blood was streaming from 
the gash. Wilson himself, with her (ly- 
ing form supported by his left arm, was 
waving a razor aloft with ids right, and 
was calling out: "Without tho shedding 
of blood there can be uo remission of 
sins." 

When he saw the presence of neighbors 
he turned towards them, and there was 
a look of exultation upon his face as he 
dramatically waved his Wood-stained 
hand and declared: "The will of the 
Lord be done; blessed bo tho name of 
the Lord." 

INo hand was stretched forth to 
stop him as ho calmly stopped out of the 
cabin. By the time tho frightened spec- 
tators had recovered their senses he had 
disappeared iu tho woods in tho roar of 
his home, and no trace of him has yet 
been found.

Port au Prince, Ilayti, Sept. 
German gunboat Panther arrived here 
.September 5 and received instructions 
from the German government to capture 
tho Firmiuist gunboat Crete-a-Pierrot. 
iShfl left immediately for Gouaives, the 
sent of the Firmiuist government. The 
Panther found the Crete-a-Pierrot in the 
harbor of Gouaives, and tho commander 
of tho German gunboat informed Ad-i 
miral Killick on the Crete-a-Pierrot that 
ho must remove his crew and surrender 
bis vessel in five minutes. Admiral Kil- 
lick asked that this time be extended to. 
15 minutes. This request was granted 
on the condition that the arms and am- 
munition on board the Crete-a-Pierrot 
should bo abandoned when her crew eft 
her. The crow of tho Crote-a-Pierrot left 
that vessel amid great disorder. 

At the end of 15 minutes the Pan- 
ther sent a small boat carrying one of- 
Iflcor and 20 sailors, who were to tako 
possession of tho Firmiuist gunboat., 
When those men had arrived at it point, 
about 20 yards from tho Cretc-n-Pierrot 
flames woro seen to break on board of 
her. She had been fired by her crow be- 
fore they left her. Tho Panther then 
fired on the Crete-a-Pierrot until she was 
completely immersed. Thirty shots, all 
told, were fired. 

There is much feeling Here against the 
Finninists, and there cause is considered 
to bo a bad one.

The German gunboat Panther arrived 
at Port au Prince September 5. It was 
announced from Capo Haytien, Septem- 
ber .", that the Gorman steamer Mnrk- 
omannia. Capt. Hansen, belonging to the 
Hamburg-American Packet company, 
having on board arms and ammunition 
sent by the provisional government "to 
Cape IHaytien, had been stopped Septem- 
ber 2 by the Firminist gunboat Crete-n- 
Picrrot at the entrance of the harbor 
of Capo Haytien, and that an armed 
force sent on board the steamer from 
the gunboat took possession of the war 
munitions in spite of tho protestations of 
Capt. Hanson and the German consul. 

Tho seizure of "tho Markotnnnnia has 
beeu characterized as an act of piracy. 
Rut a despatch from Berlin to the Asso- 
ciated Press dated September (5 said 
German government circles did' not Take 
a tragic view of the seizure of tho Ger- 
man vessel, but that satisfaction would 
lie demanded. Tlie foreign office- agrees 
With the view held by the foreign repre- 
sentatives at Port au Prince, said the 
despatch, that tho action ot' the Crete; 
a-Pierrot was* piracy, but it was not then 
known whether satisfaction would bo 
demanded from General Firmin or 
whether the result of the revolution in 
Ilavti would be awarded. 

The Crete-a-Pierrot was a stool screw 
vessel id' 030 tons displacement. She was 
armed with one 0.7-inch disc, one 4.T- 
lnch, four 3.0-inch, two 'Maxim machine 
guns and four N'ordcnfeldt machine 
guns. 

Tho Crete-a-Pierrot formerly was in 
the service of the Haytien government, 
and Admiral Killick was commander of 
tho .Haytien lleet, On .Tunc 27 of this 
year Admiral Killick disembarked troops 
from tho Creto-a-Pierrot to support Gen- 
eral Firmin, ex-Hnytien minister at 
Paris, and one of the candidates for the 
presidency of the republic, and after re- 
fusing to recognize the constituted au- 
thorities, ho threatened to bombard 
Cape Haytien. The consular corps pro- 
tested against such action being taken, 
hut their efforts failed of success, for a 
few davs later the admiral did bom- 
hard Capo Haytien, although little dam- 
age was dono by tho Crete-a-Pierrut's 
fire. Since Juno 27, the Crete-a-Pierrot 
has been operating in the interest o£ 
General Firmin. 

Tho Haytien governmont disavowed 
the action of Admiral Killick in bom- 
barding Capo Haytien and ordered bis 
arrest. 

Tho Panther is a steel cauiser of 00 
tons. She was built at Danzig iu 1001 
and is 200 foot long. She is armed with 
six o.-l-inch quick-*. tiring guns, six 1.1 
inch and two machine guns. The Pan 
thor loft Germany July for the Carib- 
bean sea. Capt. Scheder, the newly ap- 
pointed German commodore on the 
American station, had an audience with 
Emperor William to receive special in- 
structions before starting for his post 
on tho Panther. 

London, Sept. 0. — Intense interest has 
boon evoked hero by the sinking of the 
gunboat Crete a Pierrot, at Gonpvo 
Ilayti, by tho Gorman cruiser Panther, 
and tlie morning papers devote length 
editorials to the incident. A .majority 
of the papers agree that there is no like 
lihood of serious developments following 
the occurance. but they expatiate upon 
the ominous possibilities which the af- 
fair has evoked. 

Tho Daily Telegraph says: "Thor 
no doubt that Germany was perfectly 
within her legal rights in sinking the 
Crete a Pierrot, anil she has secured S 
permanent respect for her mercant'lo 
flag throughout South American waters 
Xo international complications will lol- 
low." 

Tlie Telegraph fears that the precedent 
established by this vigorous application 
of "mailed list." if allowed, cannot fail 
to bring about, a situation of perilous 
tension. The strict principles, the paper 
says, with which United States states- 
men rognird the Monroe doctrine is one 
thing: the suspectibilities of the United 
States people is another. Tin' latter 
might become excited whore the forjner 
were not technically contravened by an 
incident such as the sinking of the 
Crete a Pierrot. 

Tin' Daily Mail dilates upon tho grat- 
ifying unanimity of tho views of Wash- 
ington and Berlin concerning the inci- 
dent, and says it believes the Gorman 
captain of the Panther hns done a good 
son-ice if his action forms it basis of 
common action agniust irresponsible 
states like Ilayti. 



FISHERMAN DROWNED. 

John .McDonald Falls Into 'the Eraser. 

New Westminster? B. C, Sept S.- 
tSpecial.)— Scarcelv had the remains of 
W illiam Cuesack been interred at Sap- 
perton yesterday, when another fatality, 
carried off another well known man, 
who had but recently engaged in fishing. 
After making a couple of drifts on Sun- 
day night, John McDonald and partner 
pulled to St. Mungo cannery No. 2,. to 
deliver their salmon and get supper.

Deceased's 
brother and partner arriving later woro 
glad to soo a light in the cabin, which 
indicated supper, but were aghast at 
finding a corpse. Tho remains will be 
interred here on Tuesday by tho Odd 
Follows. Deceased was 23 years old and 
unmarried. Ho came hero some years 
ago from Capo Breton and has until 
this summer been bartender nt various 
hotels here and at Port Gulchon.

electorate to ijive it the 'coup <3f grace. 
But the real student of politics -will lind 
the greatest evidences of disintegration 
and decay in more vital but io-ss conspic- 
uous directions. We; have in the cabinet 
today two ministers, Messrs. Sifton*and 
Tarte who, on the greatest issue before 
the country, its trade .policy, openly ex- 
press diametrically opposite opinions; 
This is a sign of weakness and disunion 
which can hardly be exaggerated. It 
shows us a government divided against 
itself and like a broken plate cemented 
only by the lish glue of patronage. An- 
other evidence not to be overlooked is 
our prime minister's failure at the head- 
quarters of the Empire. We need not 
say absolute failure, because it is im- 
possible to conceive of Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier making an absolute failure in any 
position where tact and suavity have a 
current value. We mean his failure to 
strike the keynote of Imperial enthusi- 
asm and Imperial unity to which the 
people of Canada equally "with those of 
Australia ami New Zealand would have 
responded heartily. Besides, the people 
of Canada are not deaf, neither are they 
asleep, and it is only their Premier who 
has gone upon a journey. They are 
bound to view the spectacle of Sir Wil- 
frid Lattrier making use of the protec- 
tive policy of Franco to effect a reci- 
procal arrangement with that country, 
while at the same 1 time applauding the 
free trade policy of Great Britain which 
places a difficulty in the way of inter- 
linperial commercial -relations, with very 
mixed reelings. We do not say that it 
is not .Sir Wilfrid .Lauder's business as 
our Premier to endeavor if he can, to 
improve the trade relations between 
Canada and France; but we do say that 
to do that, and ye;, on the other side of 
the Channel, to affect to admire the 
maintenance of a fiscal policy which ren- 
ders impossible, any such improvement 
in the trade relations between Canada 
and the .Mm her Land is as prejudicial to 
the true interests of Canada, as it is in- 
consistent willi the imperial spirit as 
understood and interpreted ill the self- 
governing Colonies. If we come closer 
homo we may lind another indication in 
the complete breakup in the partnership 
between the Liberal parly and the Labor 
vote in British Columbia. The leaders 
of the Labor vole in British Columbia 
undoubtedly fulfilled their part of the 
partnership contract, but dissatisfaction 
as to what was received in return has 
begun to show very strongly among the 
rank and tile. A man may ask for bread 
and still have to go hungry, but he feels 
an added resentment if he is given a 
stoue. All these things are working like 
a leaven in the general body of pubiii 
opinion in the Dominion of Canada, and, 
when dispassionately considered, make 
it certain that in welcoming (Mr. Borden 
to British Columbia we are welcoming 
the next premier of Canada. Lie repre- 
sents in a revitalised aud progressive 
Conservatism, the only policy true to 
the genius of our country aud adequate 
to our needs in this period of advance- 
ment and growth. 



Wkfl froi*. time to tlmo may be asked 
to serw the state in some position of re- 
sponsibility. If this province is to se- 
cure the services , of its best men for 
work of the kind involved in commis- 
sions of inquiry, or arbitrations of in- 
dustrial disputes they must not be al- 
lowed to feel that the acceptance of 
work of this kind will entail personal 
abuse. 

"The interchange of compliments 
among the party politicians is endur- 
able, ami perhaps defensible, but the 
capable men we call in occasionally to 
do some needful public work should not 
be subjected to partisan attacks. 



MB. K. L. BORDEN. 

The pressure upon our resources neces- 
sary to provide a full report of Mr, 
Borden's weighty utterance in the 
theatre last night in time for the early 
edition of the Colonist, prevents us from 
presenting any exhaustive appreciation 
of liis speed this morning 1 . But as 
the. people of British Columbia enjoy tlie 
privilege of reading our opinions upon 
men and things every day of the year, 
with the exception of Mondays, while 
a speech by the leader of one of the 
great political parties, delivered in their 
midst, is an event of comparative, we 
might almost say, superlative variety, 
this is probably more a matter of regret 
to ourselves than to otfr readers. Mr. 
Borden impressed overyone who heard 
him as a man of singular lucidity of. 
thought and utterance, .lie has so sub- 
merged the arts of a demagogue in the 
solemn appeal of a thinker, and the 
wiles of a politician in the sober 
rhetoric of a statesman, as to af- 
ford a refreshing contrast to the mere- 
tricious ornaments of speech by which 
his chief opponent is accustomed to 
conceal his instability of purpose, and, 
that wanton opportunism which he mis- 
takes for policy. No one could but feci 
instinctively in the presence of a strong, 
safe, and solid man. whose mental and 
moral grasp of the problems confronting 
Canada stamped him at once as a trust- 
worthy leader, and recognize with thank- 
fulness that the Conservative party had 
made no mistake in entrusting him with 
the task of leading its forces to decisive 
victory. 



THE E LOWING TIDE. 

There can be no doubt that at the 
present time the (lowing tide is with 
the Liberal-Conservative party in Can- 
ada. The reaction against the present 
government has come earlier than was 
expected by most of the weathen prop- 
hets in political affairs; it has also come 
in greater strength and volume. The rea- 
son for this appears to be that while 
the Conservative party lost power 
through having become stale in office,- 
and having permitted its underlying 
principles to be' hidden under the accre- 
tions which a long term of office engen- 
ders, the 'Liberal party went into office 
without any coherent principles of ac- 
tion at all. It coquetted with different 
sections of the country-, and with differ- 
ent elements of the people.' It ilattered 
them all, but it never provided any con- 
sistent general policy for the whole of 
Canada by which sections and classes 
could be made to cohere for the good of 
all. This essential lack in the Liberal 
party is beginning to be discovered, and 
its success to be found as ephemeral as 
its basis was artificial. The evidences 
of the reaction are apparent on nil 
hands. They are very easily to be seen 
in the uniform tendency of bye-elections 
in widely separated parts of the coun- 
try. They are especially visible in the 
fact that in provincial politics in On- 
tario, the back of the Liberal party is 
broken; it is wriggling on the ground 
waiting only for some compassionate

AY ELL ENTE RT AINED. 

The trip of Inspection to the copper, 
coal and timber industries on the East 
Coast of Vancouver Island arranged for 
the enlightenment of the visiting (British, 
editors, was an unqualified success in 
every respect. Although it was only 
through the press telegrams thnt know- 
ledge of their visit to British Columbia 
was received by the provincial govern- 
ment, and but a few days remained after 
the acceptance by the editorial party 
of the government's invitation to be the 
guests of the province, to make arranges 
incuts, a plan was conceived and carried 
to a conclusion satisfactory in every 
way, to all concerned. This was only- 
possible because of the cheerful and 
energetic spirit in which the various 
transportation and industrial companies 
joined with the government in un en- 
deavor to show the visitors the indus- 
tries and resources of the Coast, and in- 
cidentally make their visit a pleasant 
one. Capt. Troup, general manager oil 
the C. 1'. N. company, made the trip 
by the Voscmite an ideal one. Mr. Henry 
Croft, the owner ami manager of the 
Mount Sicker mines and railway, also 
Used every effort to ensure a delightful 
outing, ami at the same time demon- 
state the great copper mining resources 
of the Island. The management of the 
E. iV N. Railway company generously 
furnished trains at Westholmo and 
Chemainus to expedite the movements 
of the party. Mr. E. J. Palmer, man- 
ager of the Chemainus mills, did his 
part nobly, and made it possible for 
the party to witness the logging and 
milling industry in every stage, from 
viewing the. giant standing timber, tiro 
.process of felling a tree and its treat- 
ment from that point until its conversion 
into merchantable lumber and loading 
into ships destined for four continents. 
This event was probably the most in 
struct ive and eutertain'ing of the trip, 
and was an object lesson of the 
highest value. A rapid run from 
Chemainus to Nauaimo and a visit 
to the Vancouver Coal companies mines 
was rendered possible by the cour- 
teous arrangement of Mr. Robins, and 
although coal mines in Great Britain are 
as numerous as bluckberries, many of 
the visitors made at Nauaimo their first 
descent into a coal mine. To the gov 
eminent and the companies and gentle- 
men referred., the congratulations aud 
thanks of the visitors were profusely 
given. On their trip from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, they said, it was the first 
practical effort put forth to inform them 
of the capabilities of the country, and 
as the information tendered was accom 
panied by a generous hospitality, they 
would remember their vTsit to the coast 
of British Columbia as one of unbounded 
enjoyment, and of the greatest value to 
them. The British editors were also high- 
ly pleased with their reception at Victoria 
ami Vancouver. They left yesterday 
their return trip, and on their way Ease 
will visit Rosslund, Grand Porks, Green- 
Wood, Kelsdn and Fertile. Before leav- 
ing Vancouver, they were each furnished 
witli a full supply of provincial litera- 
ture, maps, etc. They were not asked to 
specially boom this province, but were 
afforded every advantage of learning Oi 
iisi capabilities, and the pleasant condi- 
tions under which they have made their 
investigation will naturally result in 
IBritish Columbia receiving generous 
treatment at their hands. As the mem- 
bers of the party represent many of 
tin' leading papers of England and Scot- 
land, the advertisement given the prov- 
ince in the articles published will repay 
the small expense ami attention given 
them a thousandfold.

'Views of Liberals n 
the West will prevail with me." Well 
iSir Wilfrid Laurier lias at his back j 
fairly representative majority from 
.British Columbia at the ipresent time, al- 
though I am led to believe this condition 
may bo altered later (laughter nnd np- 
plause), and if that telegram contains 
any .pledge to the people of British Col- 
umbia—ami it appears to me it does, 
■because it was sent during the progress 
of an election— ,whv has not that pledge 
been redeemed? Has any answer been 
given? Has this question been put? 
"The views of the Liberals of the West 

■will prevail with me" does that mean 

that the Liberal representatives ire not 
in favor of some action in regard to this 
subject? I don't believe that is the stnte 
Of affairs, if we are to judge from the 
speeches of the Liberal members — and 
then I ask why was not that pledge car- 
ried out, because that telegram con- 
tains a pledge from Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier to tli is province '! Why is it not 
'carried out? 1 think is a fair and legiti- 
mate question to ask now. Now I ven- 
ture to say with regard to this subject 
that it is a subject which invites the at- 
tention of the parliament nt Ottawn. I 
know that there is a .good deal of diver- 
sity of opinion in regard to the question 
in Canada. I know that a good many 
gentlemen in the lEast do not sympa- 
thize with the views which prevail in 
the West, but I have also learned that 
when men from the East have lived in 
'British 'Columbia in year or two , they 
have been known to alter their opinions 
In regard to this particular matter. I 
venture lo think that so far as this 
province is concerned, ami dealing' with 
the question of the disallowance of your 
statutes, there is no Imperial considet : 
ation which should prevail against 
your views on your wishes, ns 
there was no Imperial considera- 
tion to •prevail against similar legisla- 
tion in Austrnlia, Tasmania, New Zea- 
land and Natal. Why was not the Na- 
tal Act disallowed? And if there be no 
answer to this question, why should the 
federal authorities disallow your net? It 
may be stated flint it -was beyond the 
powers of your legislature to pass that 
enactment, yet -why not leave tnnt ques- 
tion to the courts to decide, in the same 



way as other statutes of Canada and of 
the various provinces are dealt with, and 
have it determi I whether it was with- 
in the powers of the British Columbia 
legislature or not'.' Upon this question 
there is a great deal tn be said in favor 
of the views which prevail in this prov- 
ince. In the first place, ns I under- 
stand it, the Oriental emigrant is not 
permanent. He does not come to this 
country for the purpose of making a 
permanent settlement. I am told hy; 
comes only for the purpose of making 
money to go borne again and live upon, 
and, as was pointed out in the House of 
.Commons by one of the Liberal speak- 
ers npon the question, suppose wc havo 
sixteen thousand Chinese -who aro not 
permanent settlers, and suppose we can 
accomplish the same amount of work 
with eight thousand white immigrants, 
who, with their families, will represent 
forty thousand of a population, which 
will* be bettor for British Columbia, the 
sixteen thousand who twill not be as- 
similated and become of our people, per- 
manent settlers, or the eight thousand 
white people who will? (Cheers.) There 
is another consideration, nnd the evi- 
dence which I have been able to gather 
supports this, that the rate at which 
'Chinese labor works in this province, iP 
not a' fair living wage for the white )a- 
hor which in many instances has to 
como into competition (with it. Now, I 
understand thnt white Inbor does not 
compete with Oriental labor all alonK 
the same lines, but I also understand 
that Chinese labor can be obtained at 
less than the living wage for white- 
workers in the same lines, nnd surely 
we cnnimt expect the Engl sh-seeakinr 
laboring men of this country to advance, 
to grow to that standard of citizenship 
which we ought to expect from every 
man in this country, if they don't pet 
that Hill living wage to which they are 
entitled. (Applause.1 iNow if I were 
to follow Sir Wilfrid Laurier's example, 
I should say that when I am called up- 
on to assume the responsibilities of 
government, that the views of the Con- 
servative members from British Colum- 
bia f-om British- Columbia would pre- 
vail (laughter), but I will not tell yon 
anything of the sort: but I do say_to 
voli that this is a question upon <wiiicli 
the views of the people in the West, 
whether tbev be Liberal or Conser- 
vative, should prevail. (Loud applause.) 
It is a question upon yvhieh the views 
of the people of the province it affectn 
should prevail (renewed applause), anil 
I am willing to say, and do say. that as 
fnf as I am able to deal with the ques- 
tion. I would give effect to the view* 
of the people of thi« province as a 
whole in regard to thi« pur! lculav ques- 
tion, whether they be Liberal or Conser- 
vative.

1 use 
the word secular, as we are not Informed 
whether either the recital or vocal selec- 
tions are to be of a religious nature, and 



these and the necessity of encouraging i they are to be paid for. There can be no 
the development of these, than the most 
excellent programme arranged by the 
provincial government. They expressed 
themselves as more than delighted that 
they had witnessed the "downfall of. 
that mighty monarch of the forest" at 
Ohemninus, and the evidences of the 
wonderful progress which the mining 
camp at -Mount Sicker must have made 
within two and a half years. 

If there had been no Tourist associa- 
tion, said Mr. Cuthbert, the chances are 
these gentlemen would have landed hero 
without any previous information, and 
without being able thoroughly to appre- 
ciate what they afterwards saw. 

While in Winnipeg and on his way to 
aud from that city an opportunity was 
offered to get some personal knowledge 
of the great wave of prosperity that is 
sweeping over that section. No news- 
paper reports can give one any apprecia- 
tion of the conditions prevailing there. In 
Brandon, Regina, .Medicine Hat Cal- 
gary, Moose Jaw and Portage la Prairie, 
all of winch towns were visited, it wHs 
impossible almost to get ti room to sleep 
in, while houses and stores could not be 
had at any price. The banks, stores, 
etc., were very well pleased with the 
general business, while farmers were in 
the most optimistic mood. In addition 
to this state of things, due altogether 
to natural causes, there was great hope- 
fuluess because of the great influx of 
Americans and United States capital. 
Jlns is no "myth," it is an absolute fact 
that large numbers of Americans (and 
a very large amount of capital) are going 
into Manitoba and the Northwest and 
millions of acres have changed hands 
this year. In Winnipeg alone real es- 
tate is selling freely, and prices are 
rising. It is very probable that this city 
will see a great boom within a short 
time. 

.Mr. Cuthbert did his best to take ad- 
vantage of this state of things, realizing 
that the people would have some mouov 
to spend, not only next summer, but this 
winter. He lectured at several places, 
and as an evidence of tho popularity of 
these lectures the good people of Moose 
Jaw made about $30 clear after paying 
advertising and lantern expenses. He 
also had some leaflets printed showing 
the advantages of this city over any 
other city in Canada so far as its winter 
climate is concerned. These,, together 
with iPicturesque Victoria were freely 
distributed, in fact about 5,000 booklets 
have been used on this trip. 

The question of passenger rates is one 
that affects the work of the Tourist 
association in this section, as it does in 
all others, and .Mr. Cuthbert took the 
matter up with the C. 1'.

The liossland Miner is in receipt of 
a communication from Dr. \V. C. Brin- 
kerhoff, the eminent Chicago specialist, 
who is prominently identified with the 
Abe 'Lincoln Mining Company. The doc- 
tor's attention has been attracted by 
the discussion of methods of concen- 
tration, and he forwards the appended 
letter tinder date of August 25: 

Editor Miner: Your article in Miner, 
August 21, entitled "Concentration of 
Ores by Means of Oil," leads mo /to 
give you the following facts. 'JDhoy 
may be of value to your practical min- 
ing men, and they may not. 1 am not 
in a position to judge. I present the 
facts without comment, being interested 
only as an olllcial aid stockholder of 
one of the Bosshuid milling companies. 
Such interest naturally leads me to 
view with concern any device or proposi- 
tion that might add to the value of 
Bosshuid properties by means of a more 
perfect ore extraction. I was shown a 
quick-silver ore extraction plant reoent- 
ly for which claims are made that, if 
true and capable of practical demonstra- 
tion, will interest your mining men. 

My impression is that the plant is cal- 
culated more particularly for operation 
in placer (fields. The method consists 
of grinding to a 100 mesh line the ma- 
terial that is to be treated, After the 
grinding, certain chemicals are combin- 
ed with the iwwdored gravel or rock. 
This mixture is then carried by water 
down a sluice-way, which has seven or 
eight cylinders revolving in wells of 
quicksilver. By this means several con- 
tinuously fresh quicksilver surfaces are 
presented to the gold-carrying mixture. 
It is claimed by the patentee that tho 
affinity of quicksilver for the minerals 
after treatment by this process will nave 
95 per cent, of "Hour" gold, and make, 
valuable tailings of any concentrating 
iplaut. He (further claims that his pro- 
cess is one whereby the separation ot 
mineral products from the quicksilver is 
attended with very little expense, and 
that the quicksilver may iue repeatedly 
used. 

By reference to the United States 
Patent Oflico nt Washington, D.C., spe- 
cifications of the device can be secured. 
The patent ha.;, 1 understand, been is- 
sued In the name of Hoyt of Chi- 
cago, Ills., U. IS. A. I iiavo conversod 
with Chicago smelting men, who in ray 
presence inspected a working model of 
the device. They were pleased (with its 
principle and seemed to feel that tho 
construction involved some entirely now 
ideas. Your readers can depend upon 
this letter being sent jrour from a whol- 
ly disinterested standpoint in so far as 
the interests of tho patentee are con- 
cerned. I have no financial interest in 
tho matter and have only mot the paten- 
tee on one oeasion, i.e., when the work- 
ings of the device were shown me.

ACTION AGAINST SMELTElt. 
Le Ilol No. 2 Sues^ Northport Smelter for 

Initial steps were taken in supreme court 
chambers at the court house yesterday, 
says the Itossland Miner, In an action of 
more than ordinary Interest to mining com- 
panies aud the community generally.

'Now I ltfive one or two other remarks 
which I wish to make before closing, 
because I know tlwt,t my friend Mr. E. 
F. Clarke will be welcomed by you, and 
I do not wish to infringe upon his time. 
Some things have been said to me in the 
West about the so-called preferential 
tariff, and as to the attitude of the Con- 
servative party with regard to it. 1 
want to tell you that the idea of grant- 
ing a preferential tariff to the (Mother 
Country was Orst brought forward by 
the Liberal-Conservative party in 1S02, 
but it was not brought forward In the 
shape in which it was finally passed. It 
was brought forward with the idea of 
granting a preference and obtaining a 
preference (Hear, hear!), and the Lib- 
orals told the country in 1S9G that they 
were prepared to carry that plan out, 
but Sir Wilfrid Laurter went to Lon- 
don in 1S90 and told the people of 
Great Britain that Canada did not 
want anything of thftt kind, and that 
the Liberals bad granted the prefer- 
ence to the Motherland solely and sim- 
ply as a return for the freedom which 
had been conferred upon her. and that 
Canada did not want the Motherland 
to venture into that policy of protection, 
whichyhad been a curse to Canada. Now 

I think that Sir Wilfrid Laurier's viiW 
of this preference was entirely too gen- 
erous. It is true that lie afterwards told 
the people of Toronto that that was in- 
correct, that ho would have been agree- 
able to get a preference if he could got 
it, but that ho couldn't get it, and there- 
fore he made tho best of the situation. 
(Laughter.) The position of the Liberal- 
Conservative (party on this question is 
that nothing will bo regarded as filial 
and satisfactory in this mattev short r: 
obtaining a preference by the Moibei' 
land iu return for a preference by Can- 
ada in favor of the Motherland (An 
plausc.) In other words, wo believe that 
the preference should be mutual, that it 
should work in tile interests of Onntldl 
and the Motherland alike. (li Mewed 
applause. ) Wo pointed our a?' well that 
in Uie near future, when Canada would 
bo in a position to deal witli this ques- 
tion of a preferential tariff, it would 
be found that by this so-called orofer 
once Canada had given away the ke, 
to tin- position, the very thing which 
would enable her to accomplish that up- 
on which we all agreed; and in 'hat 
connect ion I want to point out that the 
(policy of the Liberal party has been the 
cause of very groat disaster to C mada 
in one respect, art least. The Conserva- 
tive party in Canada had 'been endeavor- 
ing for years to secure the abrogation of 
Great Britain's treaty with Germany, 
Which prevented Canada dealing wirii 
the preferential tariff question, but had 
been unsuccessful because, in the Inn 
gunge of Lord Salisbury, such a step 
would not be in the interests of the 
Motherland its a whole, but since th 
action of the Liberal government ana 
the denouncing of that treaty under the 
so-called ' preferential tariff, Germany- 
.made goods had been coming into Canada 
by thousands and thousands worth every 
year, being shipped to Groat Britain, 
.and from there imported into Canada, as 
British-made goods, so that Germany, 
and not Great Britain, was reaping the 
benefit. I should have said previously 
that when that so-called preferential 
tariff iwas adopted, Canada, under the 
"most favored nation" clauses, was an 
open market to the world, and it was 
only niter this mistake was pointed out 
by the Conservatives, that iu 1S!>7 o] 
1S!)S an amendment was passed, restrict 
ing tho benefit to the -Motherland. Thu< 
Germany has now a preference iu Can- 
ada, and (what does Germany gi 
in exchange? This tariff was' advanced 
in the interests <>r tho Motherland 
cording lo the Liberals, but the result 
bad been that under the most favored 
nation clauses. Canada was excluded by 
preference from tho German m,ukcts 
while Germany took the benefit of our 
reduction: and as far ns the records of 
parliament at Ottawa are concerneJ. 
the government of the day has perm t- 
tcd this to pass without a protest, and 
the only information that Canada had 
upon the subject is contained in cor- 
respondence between the Motherland and 
the Commonwealth of Australia, the 
latter government not being afraid to 
put its foot down and resist tho imposi- 
tion. 

I wish to say, in conclusion, that we 
tonight, when wo leave your beautiful 
city, are going to say, not good-bve, but 
an rovoir. (Applause.) Wo know that 
this visit will be of great benefit to us. 
We believe it will be of benefit to us 
all. We believe that the people of this 
country should become better acquaint- 
ed with each other, and we believe par- 
ticularly that the people of this coun- 
I try should possess the greatest possible 
t confidence in their undoubted future. 
, (Appinu.sc.) The Liheral-Oonservntive 
| party has been a party that has been 
built up on faith and confidence in the 
destiny of Canada. (Renewed applause.) 

II it had not been for that gigantic un- 
dertaking, the building of tho C. P. R., 
those grand prairie provinces ami Brit- 
ish Columbia would never have become 
part of Canada. That hope and that 
faith in tin? future still exists, aye, and I 
believe, is greater and stronger thau 
over. The great resources of the coun- 
try in ngriculture, in fisheries, in min- 
ing, in timbering and in manufacturing, 
have still to be developed— all these are 
open t.> development for tho people of 
ibis country, who possess a great heri- 
tage, and this heritage possesses a 
great future for all, if the people of 
f 'ami da will only have that confidence 
which they have bad in the past, and of 
which they have displayed so much. (Ap- 
v'.'iuse.i Especially to the young men of 
Canada I appeal to take an interest in 
public affairs. Do not assume that one 
is as good as the other, as far as your 
interests are concerned, thai il is mere- 
ly a question of which side is in and 
which out. If there are public men 
who have no higher sentiments than 
that, then your young men should fall 
in liqe and turn them out. Our mater- 
ial prosperity is a matter of moment, 
but continued prosperity cannot be 
maintained unless there are high stan- 
dards i,,- public -life. (Applause.) Wo 
want the young men to help us to raise 
them, and to create them, and T would 
sooner see n young man in active al- 
liance with the Liberal party, to which 

I am opposed, than to see him stand su- 
pinely by doing nothing. To these the 
dos't'mios of this country will shortly ho 
confided, and those destinies will never 
have their proper result, unless tho 
younir men of the country actively exert 
themselves in public affairs, and give to 
the country their b?st efforts and their 
boslt. intelligence, not only in connection 
with their individual (business, but in' 
connection with the carrying on of the 
business of the country.

According to Detective Perdue, who 
returned from Vancouver Sunday night, 
the identification of goods stolen from 
Victoria parties as well as the identifi- 
cation of the shoplifters themselves was 
most complete. The young lady from 
Spencer's Arcade who went ovei as a 
witness described most minutely the two 
women, and the man who committed the 
robbery, eveu to their rings, earrings, 
etc., aud the discoloration of their ling- 
ers with nicotine — till three are cigarette 
fiends — and when shown the prisoners 
immediately recognized them. The sales- 
lady from the Westsido too was able 
ti> give a general description . of the 
three, and also recognized them. 'This 
latter place was their first point of at- 
I tack, their visit being timed when near- 
ly all the hands were away at luncheon, 
and but one lady attendant was left in 
that department, One of the women 
asked to be shown a rain coat, and hav- 
ing tried one on began to haggle about 
the price, the other two confederates be- 
ing close by. Finally the woman of- 
fered a reduced price for the coat, and 
asked that the manager be consulted 
as to whether the offo.- should be ac- 
cepted. This the attendant refused to 
do, and then the woman walked to the 
end of the room to observe the fit, etc., 
of the boat in a mirror there. While 
this was going on the would-be pur- 
chaser and the saleslady were joined by 
the mini, who asked if the price they 
of the coat in a mirror there. AVhile 
sweml in the negative said he guessed 
they would have to go elsewhere, which 
they accordingly proceeded to do, tho 
second woman having by this time se- 
cured the stolen articles aud preceded 
them. 

At Spencer's a somewhat similar met- 
hod of approach was made. Tho same 
proposition for the attendant to call the 
proprietor was used, and when the 
young lady returned the man and the 
second woman had disappeared. 

The thieves bad in their possession 
when arrested two valises which the 
detectives are almost certain came from 
the Arcade, but the attendants of that 
emporium while readily recognizing the 
goods, could not swear that the articles 
had not been sold in the regular way. 
One of these is a very elaborate affair, 
iu the shape of a gentleman's traveling 
bag. 

Among the plunder recovered at Van- 
couver is n. magnificent lady's seal skin 
coat, 'Eton length, lined with skunk, 
the owner of which it has been impos- 
sible thus fur to locate, aud none of the 
dry goods people who have inspected it 
aro able to identify it. In addition there 
aro several silk underskirts, and ns all 
of these unclaimed goods are of either 
English or Canadian manufacture, it is 1 
a moral certainty that they were stolen 
in one of the three cities, as the thieves 
are known to have come hero without 
baggage. As showing tho • success at- 
tending their circuit of Victoria and 
Nnnalmo, it may be stated that tho three 
left Vancouver Friday night without a 
single piece of baggage and landed back 
on Tuesday afternoon with three valises, 
one of which required two to carry. 

They will be tried at Vancouver on 
Wednesday on tho charge of stealing 
from the Arcade and. the Westsido.
